The trial of Ex Governor Bers for 
manslaughter, in shooting Lemuel Clemens, 
who, with others, was cuarivyaring Gov. Been’s 
gon, upen the occasion of his marriage, was 
commenced in the Cireuit Court at Rockford 
én Tharsday last. The prosecution is conducted, 
by U. D. Meacnam, State’s Attorney, and 5. J. 
Tonner. Gov. Bers is defended ty Hon. 
Tuomas and Judge Jounsten, 
of Guie, Jadge Anson and James M. 
/ Loor. The court room was densely crowded. 
The greatest interest was wanifested to hear 
» this trial, both from the ejreumstences uader 
which the defendant came before the court, and 
from the distinguished taleat employed to 
defend bim. 

About one was exhausted ip empannel- 
ing the Jury. The court room being densely 
crowded, a motion was made by counsel to 
adjourn to Metropolitan Hall, which was ac- 
eeded to by the Court. 

Mr. Tuner opened the ease for the prosecu- 
tion. He stated that Gov. Bean, would prob- 
ably base his defence on the provisions of the 
$d section of the Revised Statutes, which desig- 
nates under what circumptances the ki¥ing of 
a human being could be justified by law. He 
claimed that the fact of Gov. Bess leaving his 
house and going out among the crowd and 
firing, was fatal to the defence; whereas, if 
there had been any attempt to break into the 
house his place should haye been in the house;
